\ dollar, and for sums of throe dollars and under, remittances may 
be made in gold or ten cent post stamps. 

lo facilitate the making out and filling orders, as well as to ac- 
commodate those who may not be acquainted with tho difierent 
varieties, the subscriber has selected some sixty or seventy of the 
choicest, including new ones, and arranged them in packages 
which he believes will be found very satisfactory, as they are 'se- 
lected with care, both, as regards quality, and variety of color, and 
no varieties included that arc not strong growers, good bloomers 
and will stand the sun. 

Persons ordering from a distanco can save themselves at least 
two-thirds the expense in freight charges, by forming Clubs and 
having their plants forwarded together. This has been very gener- 
ally practised heretofore with entire satisfaction. Id some cases as 
many as twelve persons clubbed together and had their plants for- 
warded in the same box. It would not bo advisable, however, to 
have over three hundred plants packed in the same box. The 
plants are put up in such a manner that tho packages can be distrib- 
uted without the least difficulty, as each package is kept separate 
from the others, and the persons name who orders it, is attached. 

It is very desirablo that tho order for such packages bo enclosed

Plants can also he forwarded perfectly safe by mail, and if or- 
dered sent previous to April 15th, the subscriber will guarantee to 
deliver them in sound, healthy condition, at any place within three 
days’ journey of Chicopee. Tho plants aro putup in paper boxes in : 
such manner as not to harm a leaf. The earlier in tho season they 
are forwarded in this way, the better, as thoy are much stronger 
when received in March or early in April, than after the warm 
weather comes on. If ordered thus early and placed in a hot-bed, 
they will make splendid plants for bedding out in May. Purchas- 
ers will please bear in mind that these plants are not mero cuttings, 
(as some have supposed) but are well rooted, strong and healthy, 
and each correctly labeled. Upwards of 10,000 plants were for- 
warded in this way last season, and those having (hot-beds or a 
green-house to put them in, have found it to be a very satisfactory 
mode of obtaining them.

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VASE AND GARDEN CULTURE. 


The Verbena has justly become the most popular of all Florist’s 


complete without it. The brilliancy and great variety of color, the 
long continued season of bloom and its peculiar adaptedness to our 
climate, renders it decidedly the most valuable of all bedding 
plants. When planted in masses upon the lawn, it is particularly 
showy, as the brilliant colors contrast finely with the green grass. 

It is also very useful for ribbon planting, and quite ornamental 
when grown in this way in borders or long beds, using the three 
leading colors, Scarlet Purple and White. 


in vases or twelve inch pots and set about the yard or lawn upon 


little pedestals, will flower profusely most of the season, well re- 
paying the little care they may require. Where something of this 
kind on a much larger scale is desired, it may be had by taking 
a thoroughly hooped barrel, sawing it in'two, and boring a number 
of holes in the bottom of each half, throw in a quantity of pebbles , 
or broken brick, for drainage, fill the tubs to within one inch of tbe ; 
top with good rich compost, say two parts leaf mold, one of turfy 
loam, and one part silver sand, plant in each threo varieties of deci- : 
ded colors, scarlet, purple, and white, say Brilliant de Vaise, ; 
Mrs. Thorbcrn and Mrs. H. Williams. Paint the tubs ' 
green or any color to suit, and place them upon pedestals or rustic \ 
pillars Grown in this way they will flower profusely nearly the 
entire season, if placed where they are fully exposed to the sun. 

A splendid ornament for the lawn may be made after the follow- \

ing design, copied from the Gardener’s Monthly. Procure an inch 
board about six inches wide, and saw it up into lengths of two feet 
six inches. Dig a trench a foot deep in the ground, of an oval, 
round, or any other shape that may be desired. Place these pieces 
of board upright, edgewise, and slanting outwards in the trench, 
then fill in the earth, tamping it well to keep them firm. Nail a 
good strong hoop of wood or iron around the top to keep it from 
separating, and finish by putting around it a rope of twisted grape 
vine. The handle is formed of a hoop or sapling entwined with 
grape vine. Cover the outside of the boards with rough bark and 
fill the basket to the brim with compost, (recommended above) 
and plant your flowers in it, taking care to have a few twining 
plants, (Cypress for instance,) to grow up over the handle. By 
making the basket six or eight feet in diameter, some three dozen 
varieties may be planted, thus forming a brilliant Flower Basket 
that will look bright and beautiful throughout the season. 

For Garden culture, prepare the ground in the Fall, by throwing 
it into ridges and spreading over it a coating of wood ashes, and 
upon these, old and decomposed stable manure, (never on any account 
apply green manure, as it is almost sure death to the plants ; they 
will not thrive in it at all.) By thus exposing the whole to the 
action of frost, thfe worms and larva) of insects are in a measure de- 
stroyed, the soil becomes pulverized and receives a share of Ammonia 
from the snows and rains of winter. In very hot, dry weather, I 
prefer mulching the ground about the plants, with fine charcoal, 
sawdust or tan ; this I think far preferable to artificial watering, as 
it keeps the ground moist and mellow about them, causing them to 
thrive and flower profusely. I have practised both watering and 
mulchlner, and find that plants treated by the latter mode flower 
moro constant and profuse than those treated otherwise, especially 
so, where the soil is of a light sandy loam.
